In accordance with the Warrant, the voters met at the 
Elizabeth Theatre, Tuesday, February 16th,’ at 9.45 o’clock 
A. M. a quorum then being present the meeting was called 
to order by George E. Dean, Moderator, and opened by a 
prayer from the Rev. Hanson E. Thygeson. 

Floor tellers appointed and sworn by Arthur Underwood, 
Notary Public, were;— 

Wilbur A. Dyer, Charles B. Fisher, Albert E. Landers, 
Elsie Davis, Clayton Collins. 

William B. Hastings was sworn by George E. Dean, Mod- 
erator, as the stenographer for the duration of the Annual 
Town Meeting. 

The hours of the meeting were voted to be from 9 o’clock 
A. M. to 12 o’clock M. and from 1.15 o’clock P. M., the hour 
of closing being left open to decision on each day’s meeting, 
until the business has been disposed of. 

The Standing Rules of the town as printed in the 1931 
Town Report were adopted as the rules for 1932. 

The Moderator appointed Sumner Crosby, Milford R. 
Lawrence and Sidney W. Lawrence as a nominating commit- 
tee to select five new members to be on the finance commit- 
tee for the next three years. These names were to be 
presented at 2 o’clock P. M. that afternoon. 


Art. 2. To choose all other necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. 
See list of Officers and Committees. 
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Art. 3. To see if the town will elect a Town Director for 
the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in Chapter 128 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts. 

Voted, that Robert W. Leatherbee be elected for above 
purpose. 

Art. 4. To hear the reports of committees and act there- 
on. 

Voted, that the reports as printed in the town report be 
accepted. Three additional reports were made at this time, 
one in regard to the purchase of the Henry C. Lewis property, 
another in reference to the relocation of the road on the 
south side of the State Highway between White’s Landing 
and Child’s River, Waquoit, and the third on the New Elem- 
entary School. These were all accepted by the town. 

Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize its Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in 
anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Voted, that the Town Treasurer with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1932, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred 
under this vote to be paid from revenue of said financial 
year. Voted unanimous, a quorum being present. 

AN INFORMAL RESOLUTION was passed at this time; 
BE IT RESOLVED that no contract for construction work 
for the town of Falmouth shall be awarded to other than a 
citizen of Falmouth, if there be two or more bidders, during 
the year 1932. 

This does not include necessary machinery or other sup- 
plies not sold by merchants of this town. 212 affirm., 47 
negative. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company to light the streets for the coming year or take any 
other action thereon. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be so authorized. 316 voted 
affirmative, 0 negative. 
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Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits against the town which 
are pending or may arise against the town and to fix a defin- 
ite amount which may be used by the board for the purpose 
or take any other action thereon. 

Voted, that they be so authorized, and they use from the 
Law Dept. in the budget such sums as are available for such 
purposes. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate such sums of money as may be deemed necessary to de- 
fray the Town’s Expenses for the ensuing year or to do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 

See Budget. 


Art. 9. To see what method the town will adopt respect- 
ing the collecting of taxes, and to fix the compensation for 
the services of the Collector, or act thereon. 

Voted, that the date of October 15th be established when 
taxes shall be due, that interest at the rate of 6% per annum 
be charged from said date on unpaid taxes. 


Compensation for the services of Collector already fixed 
in Budget. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $6000.00 for Mosquito Control, said sum 
being due the Commonwealth for tax laid on the town under 
provisions of Chapter 379, Acts of the Legislature of 1930, 
said sum being amount due for year 1932. On request of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the sum of $6,000 be raised and appropriated 
for the above purpose. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,793.00 to pay deficits of State Highway 
Tax of previous years. 

Also the sum of $33.82 to pay Veterans Exemption, notice 
of these amounts received from the State too late to be in- 
cluded in 1931 tax rate. On request of the Board of Select- 
men. 

Voted, that the sum of $5,793. be raised and appropriat- 
ed for State Highway Tax deficits, also the sum of $33.82 be 
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raised and appropriated to pay Veterans’ Exemptions. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3,257.85 to pay land damage, Falmouth to 
Bourne and Falmouth to Mashpee, on new State Highway. 
And any other sum that may be needed. On request of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Voted, that the sum of $3,257.85 be raised and appropri- 
ated for this purpose. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended for adequate assist- 
ance to aged citizens as provided in the Acts of the Legis- 
lature in 1930, the General Laws being amended by an addi- 
tion of a new chapter called Chapter 118A. On request of the 
Board of Public Welfare. 

This had been provided for in the Town Budget, no 
further action taken. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Accountant to transfer the following appropriation balances 
to Excess & Deficiency:

unexpended balances of previous appropriations or bond is- 
sues, or to be raised partly by notes or bonds and partly by 
appropriations from said balances, or do or act anything else 
in the matter.

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro-

Voted, to raise and appropriate $1000. for this purpose. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of extending the 8 inch 
water main on Oyster Pond Road for a distance of approxim- 
ately 500 feet at an estimated cost of $1,000, said sum of 
money to be raised by water revenue, or to be appropriated 
from unexpended balances of special appropriations or water 
surplus. On petition of A. C. Swain Jr. 

Voted, to appropriate this money, same to be taken from 
Water Revenue or unexpended balances. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of installing a 6 inch 
water main and hydrant in the private way known as Haddon 
Ave., for a distance of about 250 feet at an estimated cost of

‘said sum to be appropriated from balances of special water 
works appropriations and water revenue now on hand or do 
or act anything else in this matter. On request of the Com- 
mittee on Protection of Long Pond Watershed. 

Voted, that the town appropriate the sum of $6350. to 
purchase three parcels of land bordering Long Pond owned 
by the Forbes Real Estate Trust, for the protection of the 
water supply at a price of $50. an acre, and to pay all neces- 
sary legal and surveying expenses incidental thereto; said 
sum to be appropriated from balances of special water works 
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appropriations now on hand, and from water revenue or 
surplus.

To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money to acquire by purchase or otherwise, a parcel of land 
within the watershed of Long Pond, owned by Virtue B. Gif- 
ford, for the protection of the water supply, at the price of 
$50 an acre and to pay all necessary legal and surveying ex- 
penses incidental thereto, the estimated cost being $350; said 
sum to be appropriated from balances of special water works 
appropriations and water revenue now on hand or do or act 
anything else in this matter. On request of the Committee on 
Protection of Long Pond Watershed. 

Voted, that the town appropriate the sum of $350. to 
purchase a parcel of land within the watershed of Long 
Pond, owned by Virtue B. Gifford, for the protection of the 
water supply at a price of $50. an acre, and to pay all neces- 
sary legal and surveying expenses incidental thereto; said 
sum to be appropriated from balances of special water works 
appropriations now on hand, and from water revenue or 
surplus. 


242 voted affirmative, 14 negative. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money to acquire by purchase or otherwise, a parcel of 
land bordering Long Pond, owned by Est. of Thos. H. Law- 
rence, Et. Al., for the protection of the water supply, at a price 
of $50 an acre, and to pay all necessary legal and surveying 
expenses incidental thereto, the estimated cost being $2300; 
said sum to be appropriated from balances of Special water 
works appropriations and water revenue now on hand or do 
or act anything else in this matter. On request of the Com- 
mittee on Protection of Long Pond Watershed. 


Voted, that the town appropriate the sum of $2300. to 
purchase a parcel of land bordering Long Pond owned by 
Est. of Thomas H. Lawrence, Et Al. for the protection of the 
water supply at a price of $50. an acre, and to pay all neces- 
Sary legal and Surveying expenses incidental thereto; said 
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sum to be appropriated from balances of special water works 
appropriations now on hand and from water revenue or 
surplus. 

229 voted affirmative, 10 negative. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of six thousand ($6,000.00) dollars to lay out 
driveways, grade and plant grounds around the new Teaticket 
School building. 

Indefinitely Postponed. 

AN INFORMAL VOTE WAS PASSED at this time;—BE 
IT RESOLVED, that the rate of wages paid by the town of 
Falmouth, during the year of 1932, shall be four dollars per 
day for eight hours. This rate to apply to the unskilled labor 
on our public works. 


256 voted affirmative, 18 negative. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of five thousand ($5,000.00) to fill in and 
grade the swamp on the Northerly side of Junior High School 
grounds, according to plans and specifications, an area of ap- 
proximately one and one half acres, the same to be used for 
a playground, or take any other action. On petition of the 
School Committee. 

Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
necessary sum of money for the purpose of laying out drive- 
ways, grading, and building a retaining wall, if required, and 
constructing a parking space on the grounds in the rear of 
the Grammar School in Falmouth Village, or act or do any- 
thing else in order to carry out this purpose. (Estimated ex- 
pense $3500). On petition of W. H. A. Sisson. 

Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate whatever sum of money may be required (the estimate 
being $3000.00) for the purpose of making the necessary 
changes, alterations and additions to the heating system in 
the Junior High School so as to make said system safe and 
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efficient; or act anything else in these matters. On request 
of School Committee. 


Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 


‘sum of $1,150. for the purpose of abating a dangerous condi- 


tion now existing in the underground electric cable feed to the 
High School and Junior High School and to install a new cable 
as recommended by the Wire Inspector and Electric Light Co. 
The work to be done under the direction of the Wire Inspector 
and Building Commissioner. Or take any other action there- 
on. On petition of the Wire Inspector and Building Commis- 
sioner. 


Voted, that $1,150 be raised and appropriated for same. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of maintaining an 
evening school. On petition of Frank F. Ferreira. 


Voted, that $400 be raised and appropriated for the above 
purpose, to be under the direction of the School Committee. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to grade the grounds around the new 
elementary school, and also to lay out and construct a road 
to serve this school. On Petition of the Planning Board. 

Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be required for the pur- 
pose of repairing Great Pond Bridge or building a new bridge 
of wood, or a new bridge of concrete and stone over Great 
Pond Outlet, and to authorize the raising of said money for 
such purposes by tax levy, or by tax levy and bonds or notes 
issued in legal form therefor, and to take any other action 
necessary or advisable in these matters. The estimated cost 
of repairs to the existing bridge is $1000; estimated costs of

Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 


priate the sum of $6000.00 for the purpose of widening to 25 
feet and hardening Menauhant Road from the Herring River 
at Falmouth Heights to Great Pond Bridge and from Bourne’s 
Pond Bridge to Menauhant or act or do anything else in this 
matter. On request of the Highway Surveyor. 


Voted, to raise and appropriate $1000. to put this road 
in a safe condition. 


Art. 36. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
necessary sum of money for the purpose of macadamizing or 
repairing with other appropriate hardened surface that por- 
tion of Gifford Street in Falmouth Village running from the 
four corners to a point a short distance beyond the entrance 
to the Town Dump, or do or act anything else in this matter. 
(The estimated cost is $5900.00). On petition of George F. 
Cobb. 


Voted, that a sum not to exceed $2000. be appropriated 
to build this road as far as possible, the money therefor to be 


taken from the Highway Dept. budget.

To see if the Town will vote to have a special 
committee consisting of the Board of Selectmen and three 
other voters to be appointed by the moderator for the pur- 
pose of advising and co-operating with the town officials 
and boards in the most helpful ways of expending the moneys 


appropriated for the special purpose of giving employment 
on public works. On petition of the Community Service 


Council. 

Voted, that such a Committee as requested above be 
formed, the three appointed by the Moderator to act with the 
Board of Selectmen were:—Dr. Lewis C. Weeks, George A. 
Griffin, William J. Lockhart. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will transfer and appropriate 
from the Excess and Deficiency account, the Overlay Re- 
serve account, or the balances of any unexpended appropri- 
ations available, the sum of $600.00 for the employment of 
an agent or secretary to assist in assigning deserving unem- 
ployed persons to employment on said public works, to assist 
in dividing the periods of employment in order to provide 
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employment for the greatest possible number, and to render 
such other assistance as may appear advisable. On petition 
of the Community Service Council. 

Voted, that $600,00 be taken from the Excess and Defi- 
ciency account for said purpose; said expenditure and the 
appointment of said agent to be left to the Special Commit- 
tee provided for in the vote under Article 9. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote that in the expendi- 
ture of said special appropriation and work thereunder a 
previous vote of the Town establishing the rate of pay at 
$4.00 per day be suspended. On petition of the Community 
Service Council.

Art 12. To see if the Town will vote to convey to Edgar 
H. Bristol the land owned by the Town on both sides of the 
Herring River which runs from Little Pond to Vineyard 
Sound, reserving to the inhabitants of the town the rights 
of taking herring and fishing in said River provided Mr. 
Bristol rebuilds at his own expense the flumes of said Herring 
River and provided he and his heirs agree to maintain said 
River at his and their expense; and authorize the Selectmen 
to execute and accept the necessary papers; or to do or act 
anything else appropriate and necessary for these purposes. 
Petition by Edgar H. Bristol. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be hereby authorized to con- 
vey on behalf of the Town to Edgar H. Bristol the land 
owned by the town on both sides of the Herring River which 
runs from Little Pond to Vineyard Sound, reserving to the

To see if the Town will vote to change from a 
Single Residential District to a Business District, and so re- 
cord on the Zoning By-Law map, that property on Palmer 
Avenue beginning at the corner of Palmer Avenue and Lake- 
view Avenue approximately 200 feet southerly to a stone 
bound; thence easterly by land of Gideon Hodgkins 280 feet 
more or less to a stone bound; thence northerly 200 feet more 
or less to a stone bound; thence westerly approximately 280 
feet along Lakeview Avenue to a stone bound and the place 
of beginning, being the property now assessed to Harry B. 
Albro, or take any and all necessary action which will accom- 
plish the purpose of this article. On petition of Harry B. 
Albro. 

Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 
17 of the Zoning By-Law of the Town of Falmouth, by in- 
serting the following words at the end of the said section: 
“The provisions and restrictions set forth in this Section shall 
not apply to the business district located on the State High- 
way in that part of Falmouth called East Falmouth and im- 
mediately in the vicinity of both sides of the Old Barnstable 
Road, so called.” On petition of John DeMello, East Fal- 
mouth. 

Voted, that Section 17 of the Zoning By-Law of the town 
of Falmouth be amended by adding to and inserting at the 
end of said Section 17 the following words:—‘‘but the pro- 
visions and restrictions set forth in this Section shall not ap- 
ply to the Business District located on the State Highway in 
that part of Falmouth called East Falmouth and immediate- 
ly in the vicinity of both sides of the Old Barnstable Road, 
so-called”. 


140 voted affirmative, 8 negative, a quorum being pres- 
ent. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept the doings 
of the Selectmen in laying out Grove Street and Glen Avenue 
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at Silver Beach, as requested by the Annual Meeting in Feb- 
ruary. On request of the Selectmen. 

Voted, that this be referred to next annual town meet- 
ing. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept the doings 
of the Selectmen in laying out Cataumet Street in Maravista. 
On petition of George A. Griffin. 

Voted, that this be referred to next annual town meet- 
ing. 

Art. 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to consolidate the matters petitioned to be heard 
at town meetings and to shorten the town warrants or act 
anything else in these matters. On request of the Selectmen. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be so authorized. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to place its advertis- 
ing in both papers published in Falmouth. On request of 
Wilfrid Wheeler and others. 

Indefinitely postponed. 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will vote to sell to the heirs 
of Lucy F. Bowman a certain piece of woodland purchased in 
1902 for a dumping ground at West Falmouth containing 
about one half an acre, the town having no future use for 
the same. The heirs agree to refund to the town the price 
originally paid, namely ten dollars. On petition of Edwin L. 
Bowman and others. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be and hereby are authorized 
to sell to the heirs of Lucy F. Bowman for the sum of $10.00 
a certain piece of woodland purchased in 1902 located in 
West Falmouth and containing about one-half an acre and 
execute the necessary documents therefor. 195 voted affirm- 
ative, 0 negative, a quorum being present. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will convey, without consider- 
ation or for a nominal consideration, to Sarah B. Fay, her 
heirs and assigns, a Right of Way over certain land near the 
Woods Hole standpipe; and authorize the execution of the 
necessary legal papers therefor, or take any other action in 
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this matter. On request of Water Commissioners. 


Voted, that the Selectmen be and they hereby are auth- 
orized to convey for the sum of $1.00 to Sarah B. Fay, her 
heirs and assigns, a right of way over the land near the 
Woods Hole standpipe and to attend to the terms and details 
thereof and execute the necessary documents therefor. 171 
voted affirmative, 0 negative, a quorum being present. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will adopt the following by- 
laws providing for hours of duty for firemen employed by 
the Town of Falmouth. 

By-Law Establishing Hours of Duty of Firemen: 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to one entire day of twenty-four hours 
off of duty of each and every five days. 


2. The arrangement and designation of the day of 
twenty-four hours off duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific days designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to one day 
off of duty out of every five, the regularly employed fire- 
men of the town shall be subject to immediate recall to duty 
at any time on emergency signal of the Chief or Acting Chief 
of the Fire Department. 

On petition Board of Fire Engineers. 

Voted, that the following by-laws providing for hours of 
duty for firemen employed by the Town of Falmouth be and 
they hereby are adopted:— 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to one entire day of twenty-four hours 
off of duty of each and every five days. 


2. The arrangement and designation of the day of 
twenty-four hours off duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific days designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby.

No further action to be taken, the business of the meet- 
ing being completed it was unanimously voted to adjourn, 
the time being 9.20 o’clock P. M.

The Selectmen hereby submit a report for the year 1932. 


The several suits against the town reported in our re- 
port of 1931 as being unsettled have all been adjusted and 
paid by the Town Counsel with approval of this board with- 
out trial by jury, leaving at this time only one suit against 
the town, this being one brought by Priscilla Cummings for 
alleged defect in the Highway whereby she sustained personal 
injury. This case while entered for trial has not been 
reached. 


It has been reported back to the Selectmen that proper 
attention has not been given to petitions presented to the 
Board for the laying out of roads and presentation to the 
Town for acceptance. It will be noted that there are several 
road layouts that were not reached at the Annual Meeting 
before the meeting adjourned. These layouts will appear in 
the warrant for the Annual Meeting and it is hoped they will 
be reached in time for consideration at that meeting. 

The Buzzards Bay Gas Company report that they have 
now installed 263 services. This company is furnishing gas 
for cooking and heat only. 


The Town at the present time are maintaining street 
lights as follows:

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Summary of Report of Audit 


MADE BY THE STATE IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
PROVISIONS OF CHAP. 44 OF GENERAL LAWS 


Mr. Theodore N. Waddell,

Sir;— 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth for 
the period from January 1, 1931, to August 1, 1932, the fol- 
lowing report being submitted thereon; 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked for the period covered by the audit. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The cash books were footed 
and the recorded receipts were verified by a comparison with 
the records in the departments collecting money for the town 
and with other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. 

The payments were checked with the selectmen’s war- 
rants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and 
with the accountant’s books, original bills and pay-rolls be- 
ing examined. 


The cash book balances were proved and reconciled to 
the cash in the bank and office on August 1, 1932. 
The books and records in the accounting department 


were examined and analyzed. The recorded receipts and 
payments were compared with the treasurer’s records, while 
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the appropriations and transfers, as recorded, were checked 
to the town clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings. 


The classification book was checked to the ledger ac- 
counts, the record of town debt and revenue loans was ex- 
amined, the payments for accounts falling due were verified, 
and the cancelled notes, bonds, and coupons on file were ex- 
amined and checked. 

The necessary adjustments were made on the ledger, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared showing the financial condition of the town on August 
1, 1932. 

In checking the appropriations it was noted that, for the 
purpose of acquiring a new water pump, the town voted in 
1931 to raise and appropriate the sum of $22,000. of which 
amount $20,000 was to be provided for by the issuance of a 
loan. This loan, however, was not issued, but expenditures 
aggregating $11,111.34 were made. Since the loan is not to 
be issued, the purpose for which it was to be issued no longer 
existing, it is recommended that provision be made by the 
town for the amount of $9,111.34 expended in excess of the 
$2,000 raised by taxation in 1931 and that the loan authoriz- 
ation for $20,000 be rescinded. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The commitment totals were 
proved and compared with the assessors’ warrants, the cash 
books were footed, and the recorded payments to the treas- 
urer were verified by a comparison with the treasurer’s 
books. The abatements, as recorded were checked to the as- 
sessors’ record of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled. 


The cash on hand and in the bank was verified and re- 
conciled to the cash book balances. 


The outstanding tax accounts were further verified by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 
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The selectmen’s records of licenses granted for the town 
were examined and found to be incomplete and, therefore, 
did not lend themselves to proper audit. It is recommended 
that adequate records be kept of all licenses granted by the 
selectmen, so that the receipts from this source may be prop- 
erly checked. 


The town clerk’s records of licenses issued for the town, 
of sporting licenses issued for the State, and of dog licenses 
issued for the county, were examined, and the payments to 
the town, State, and county, respectively, were verified. 


The books and accounts of the water department were 
examined and checked. The records of charges were anal- 
yzed, the cash book footings were proved, the recorded pay- 
ments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book, the abatements were verified, the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and reconciled, and the cash book balance 
was proved by a reconciliation of the bank balance and by 
an actual count of the cash on hand. 


In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the books and accounts of all other departments collecting 
money for the town or committing bills for collection were 
examined and checked and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 


In examining the accounts of the municipal bath house, 
it was found that original records of charges and receipts, 
other than for yearly locker rentals, were not kept, the week- 
ly reports to the park commissioners serving as the basis for 
checking to the treasurer’s receipts. It is recommended that 
an adequate book record of daily receipts be kept. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the several trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer and of the library trustees were examined, the 
income being proved and the disbursements verified. In 
connection with the investment of the library funds in paid- 
up shares of co-operative bank stock, attention is called to 
Section 54, Chapter 44, General Laws. 
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The surety bonds of the town treasurer, tax collector, 
town clerk, water collector, and library trustees for 1932 were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the 
tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax and departmental 
accounts, as well as tables showing the trust fund transac- 
tions. 


For the co-operation extended by the several town offi- 
cials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Report of Highway Department 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


All special work voted at the Annual Town Meeting has 
been done; also Queen Street, Lookout Avenue, Vernon Ave- 
nue and Quinsigamond Avenue, have been hardened with 
asphalt. Gifford Street has been hardened to the Town Dump. 

Pleasant Street at Woods Hole has been hardened for a 
distance of 100 feet. 800 feet of 8-inch drain has been laid 
on Nye Road to drain the Queen Street section. 


At North Falmouth 750 feet of 8 and 12-inch drain has 
been installed to drain the section around the A & P Store. 


On Sandwich Road a mile and a half of Tarvia mixed in 
place has been laid. This is a new type of road for the Cape 
but in my judgment one well worth trying as its cost is about 
$1200.00 a mile. I feel something has been found that should 
cut the maintenance cost of the dirt roads in half and give a 
smooth hard surface. 

25191 feet of asphalt sidewalks have been laid at a cost of 
$8,104.89. If this work is continued over a period of three 
years the sidewalk problem will have been met. 

A new cement abuttment has been built at the Herring 
River Bridge, Old Silver Beach, which will shorten this bridge 
some 50 feet and permit the lengthening out of the curve on 
approaching the south end of this bridge. 


The old drier gave out at the asphalt plant which re- 
quired purchasing a new one. The addition of a new cube or 
mixing unit this year will put the plant in fairly good shape 
for the year. 

The average output for the plant for last year was about 
120 tons a day which is a high average for a plant of this size 
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and make. This asphalt plant is the mainspring of the High- 
way Department as its output governs the amount of work 
done. In 1931 nine carloads of asphalt were used. In 1932 
there were eighteen carloads used. If this 1932 output can 
be continued over a period of three years there would be a 
vast improvement in our roads and many of our dirt roads 
would be hardened. During the past two years about eight 
miles of dirt roads have been hardened. If the Finance Board 
and the voters can see their way clear to grant the budget as 
requested by the Highway Department there should be nearly 
five miles of dirt roads hardened and the same amount of 
sidewalk work done as last year. However, I am willing and 
feel the voters should follow the recommendations of the 
Finance Board.

ANNUAL REPORT 
Governor’s Street and Highway Safety Committee 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


It is a pleasure to note that during the year 1932 auto- 
mobile accidents and fatalities have decreased over recent 
years in Falmouth. 

But three fatalities are attributed to motor vehicles, two 
of them involving young people, the third the death of an 
aged woman pedestrian. It is not the function of this com- 
mittee to attribute blame, but it cannot refrain from calling 
attention of the public to the frequency with which fatal ac- 
cidents in retrospect appear to have occurred when no older 
person was in the car. 

It would appear that in this thought lies a lesson for 
youthful drivers on the necessity of exercising greater cau- 
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tion and better judgment as to conditions while operating 
motor vehicles. 

On the afternoon of September 8, 1932, during a rain- 
storm accompanied by high wind, Miss Mary Campbell, 16, 
was killed and Leonard Brooks Elms, 19, seriously injured 
when their coupe overturned on a curve near Green’s Pond 
bridge, Acapesket. 

On the morning of December 24, 1932, the roads being 
covered with a thin film of glare ice, Nathan H. Harris, 22, 
was killed and Miss Ruth Marchessault injured when Harris’s 
sedan skidded and struck a tree on the West Falmouth State 
Highway just beyond a curve. 

On the night of November 8, 1932, during a heavy rain- 
storm Mrs. Anne Emery, 90, was struck and instantly killed 
on East Main streett by an automobile. 

The committee in its last annual report called attention 
to the need for more sidewalks, particularly along the State 
highways, to reduce hazards to pedestrians. It is a source of 
distinct satisfaction to note that during 1932 Highway Sur- 
veyor Herbert W. Whipple has constructed 434 miles of new 
sidewalks in East Falmouth, West Falmouth, Woods Hole and 
Falmouth Village, and North Falmouth. 

The committee also views with approbation the measures 
for highway safety carried out during the year by Acting 
Chief of Police, Roy S. Conant. Chief Conant’s policy of re- 
commending suspension or revocation of operating licenses 
in cases of drivers involved in avoidable accidents or found 
operating negligently or improperly has had cordial support 
and co-operation from the Registrar of Motor Vehicles. The 
committee feels that this program has been a wise factor in 
promoting highway safety. 

“No Parking” areas have been established on State high- 
ways at dangerous points in Teaticket and on Locust street 
by the Department of Public Works, on request of Chief Con- 
ant. The committee would acknowledge the fine cooperation 
and assistance of Engineer Bailey and District Chief Holden 
of the Department of Public Works in acting on the chief’s 
request in these instances; and in placing a number of much- 
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needed “No Passing on Curve” signs along State highways in 
Falmouth. Commissioner Lyman heard with courtesy re- 
marks made at a public hearing at Barnstable last summer 
by Highway Surveyor Whipple on sidewalks, and by the se- 
cretary of this committee, on the necessity of some of these 
signs, and his cooperation is appreciated. 


The chairman and secretary of the committee have taken 
steps, through the press, to call attention of the public to 
conditions in connection with transportation of school chil- 
dren in Falmouth. Subsequently State inspectors verified 
conditions in regard to school busses and ordered necessary 
improvements made; and the school committee altered for 
the better traffic routing of busses at the new Elementary 
school. A plan of driveways, ultimately to be hardened, is 
also included in the warrant for the Special Town Meeting on 
January 3d, and is endorsed by this committee as conducing 
to the welfare and safety of school children. 


At the Annual Town Meeting, February, 1932, the com- 
mittee sponsored the following by-law, which was adopted 
by a vote of 272 affirmative to 43 negative and approved by 
the Attorney General, 


“Every driver of.a vehicle or other conveyance travelling 
on any street intersecting any Through Way heretofore or 
hereafter designated as such, shall stop such vehicle or other 
conveyance at the intersection of such streets; subject, how- 
ever, to the direction of any traffic control signal, sign or de- 
vice or the direction of any police officer. Any person violat- 
ing the provisions of this By-Law shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $20 for each offense.” 


The committee would further recommend at this time 
that the selectmen petition the State Department of Public 
Works to have all State Highways in the town of Falmouth 
ordained Through Ways, requiring all vehicles to come to a 
full stop before entering upon a State highway. 


This procedure, which the committee believes can be ac- 
complished without expense to the town, would tend to les- 
sen accidents at intersections within the town, and, since 
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Main Street is now a Through Way, would provide uniform 
procedure on all main traffic arteries in the township. 

The committee at the annual town meeting in February, 
1932, registered opposition to three articles proposing auto- 
matic electric traffic signals at the intersection of Church 
Street with the State Highway in Woods Hole; at the inter- 
section of West and Millfield streets, Woods Hole; and at the 
intersection of the Davisville road with East Falmouth State 
highway. The committee sympathizes with citizens dis- 
turbed at the number of minor accidents or near accidents 
at these points, but believes that traffic is not heavy enough 
to be efficiently directed by automatic devices. The remedy 
for existing conditions should lie with individual drivers and 
the local police. 

In the case of the East Falmouth traffic lights, which 
were voted in the town meeting, the committee’s judgment 
was upheld by the State engineer’s, who, after a survey, noti- 
fied the selectmen that location of an automatic traffic sig- 
nal at that point was not approved. The signal was accord- 
ingly never installed. No accident has occurred at this point 
during the past twelve months. No person has been injured 
in any accident at either of the Woods Hole locations.

The Governor’s Street and Highway Committee has in- 
structed me to forward to you their suggestion, placed on the 
records by vote at their annual meeting, December 27, 1932, 
on the following matter: 

Voted: that the Governor’s Street and Highway Safety 
committee respectfully suggests that the board of selectmen 
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take the proper steps to petition the Department of Public 
Works to declare all State highways within the township of 
Falmouth as Through Ways, requiring drivers of vehicles en- 
tering such Through Ways to come to a full stop before enter- 
ing. At the suggestion of this committee, first advanced two 
years ago, the Town of Falmouth in town meeting has auth- 
orized the declaring of Main street in Falmouth Village a 
Through Way. This measure, observed voluntarily by the 
majority of drivers, has resulted in greater highway safety. 
The committee understands that the State department of 
public works can make Through Ways of State highways, 
with no expense to the town; and the committee believes that 
uniform traffic rules on all our main highways would be a 
distinct safety factor.

Report of Finance Committee 


To the Voters of the Town of Falmouth: 


During the year 1932 the Finance Board has held 27 
meetings. Seventeen sessions were devoted to considera- 
tion of the budget and warrant for annual town meeting. The 
Finance Committee was able, through consultation with de- 
partmental heads, and their fine spirit of cooperation, to cut 
$60,000 from the suggested budget and $100,000 from the re- 
quests in articles. It was most gratifying that the voters, on 
124 articles, followed the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee practically 100 percent. In no other way could the 
tax-rate have been kept down. 

For the 1933 Annual Town Meeting we earnestly request 
the same cooperation from department heads in reducing 
budgets, and the same support from the voters in eliminat- 
ing expense. The Town of Falmouth is carrying a debt bur- 
den of half a million dollars; these bonds and interest there- 
on, will not be eliminated from our budget until 1946. We can 
have no lowering of tax-rate unless the voters refrain from 
adding to the bonded indebtedness of the town for the next 
few years. 


The Finance Board has endeavored to work conscienti- 
ously for the best interests of the town, with fairness and 
impartiality towards all sections and groups. The members 
serve without pay, and incur, at times, considerable criticism 
from one or another individual or group whose pet project is 
not approved after study by the board. However, composed 
of fifteen members, from all parts of the town and all walks 
of life, the board is representative of the entire community 
and earnestly endeavors to serve the best interests of all. 
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The board hopes that its recommendations may have 
the support of the voters at town meeting, in order to bring 
the Town of Falmouth through these trying times in the 
best financial shape possible, with least hardship to tax- 
payers. If it is humanly possible to bring our tax-rate to 
$21 for 1933, let us work together to do it. ;

To the Board of Selectmen of Falmouth: 


The Trustees of the Falmouth Free Public Library sub- 
mit herewith their Annual Report for 1932: 


INCREASE IN USEFULNESS 


We would like to call attention to the increase in circul- 
ation of slightly over 12 per cent, namely from 30,736 in 1931 
to 35,566 in 1932 as shown in detail in the Librarian’s Report 
following. This condition is common throughout the country, 
apparently being brought about because of an abundance of 
time to read as the result of unemployment and an inclin- 
ation to call on the Public Libraries for reading matter in- 
stead of purchasing it in book or magazine form. We shall 
continue our efforts to meet this demand helpfully. 


EXPENSE AND BUDGET 


We have been able to maintain our service within a bud- 
get reduced 10 per cent only by keeping our expenditure for 
books to about half of what it normally should be. Such a 
condition ought not to be allowed to continue permanently. 
With assistance only in the summer, our librarian is handling 
over 35,000 volumes a year, 75 per cent more circulation than 
the average library operating without a permanent assistant. 
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are asking for the same appropriation as in 1932, namely 
$4,400. 


DONATIONS OF BOOKS 


At this time the Library gratefully acknowledges the var- 
ious gifts of books.

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MILK INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


Have issued eighty (80) milk licenses. The milk has been 
tested regularly as to State requirements. Total solids, 12 
percent; Fat, 3.35 percent. Cream not less than 15 percent 
fat; also test for bacteria. 


The number of tests for the year—124. 


The results of all tests are kept on record which is kept 
for the benefit of anyone who cares to see them by calling at 
the Health Office, Town Hall. 


The Board of Health adopted a regulation in November 
1928, to take effect June 1, 1929, that no milk shall be sold 
except from cows that have been tuberculin tested or milk 
pasteurized. This gives Falmouth the honor of being the 
largest town in the state having such an ordinance. Every 
cow (595) in the town has been tuberculin tested, making 
Falmouth 100 percent tuberculin tested. 

A regulation was adopted which became effective on and 
after June 1st, 1930 as follows: “No person, firm or corpora- 
tion, or their employees, shall serve or sell milk in the Town 
of Falmouth, that is to be consumed on the premises where 
sold, from any hotel, restaurant, store lunch room, or foun- 
tain, roadside booth or stand, or tearoom, or any boarding 
house where practice is made of serving meals to transients 
except in the original stoppered bottle, as received from a 
milk plant or dairy.” 

Our inspector has inspected all cow barns and pig pens 
in the entire town, as the State law requires. 

The selectmen in February 1930 appointed their Health 
Inspector as Inspector of Live and Slaughtered Animals and 
also of Food. The number of Live Animals that have been 
inspected to date are 595. 

The carcasses inspected of Slaughtered Animals to date 
are: Calves 2; Cows 7; Pigs 125. 

Thirty-four (34) dogs which bit persons during 1932 were 
examined and inspected for symptoms of rabies.

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Water Department Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Water Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1932: 

At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. Gifford 
was re-elected for a term of three years. The board re-or- 
ganized in the same manner as previously: Mr. E. E. C. Swift, 
Chairman; Mr. C. E. L. Gifford, Secretary; Mr. C. W. Hadley, 
financial advisor. The office and operating staff has con- 
tinued the same as last year with J. C. Moore, Superintend- 
ent; G. A. Griffin, Registrar and Consulting Engineer (as re- 
quired); E. B. Hamlin, Collector; and the clerical and book- 
keeping work being performed by Mrs. Warren Hewins and 
Mr. Hamlin. 

During the year the department suffered a great loss 
through the death of Mr. C. W. Hadley, on July 4th. Mr. 
Hadley joined the board at a time when rapid expansion of 
the works presented new problems of administration and 
policy. The financial problems of adjusting the income and 
increased burden put on the department by the large ex- 
penditures authorized in 1926 and 1927, called for a keen bus- 
iness sense aS well as tact and acquaintance with town af- 
fairs. Mr. Hadley combined these qualifications with a pleas- 
ing personality and they enabled him to make a real contri- 
bution to the successful settlement of the many problems 
confronting the department, and to its attaining the respect 
and confidence of the townspeople. 

The following resolution was adopted by the board and 
sent to Mrs. Hadley: 
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“RESOLVED: It is with great sorrow that it becomes 
necessary for us to record the passing of our friend and col- 
league, Mr. Charles W. Hadley. For ourselves and for all con- 
nected with the department who have enjoyed many pleas- 
ant associations with Mr. Hadley in the past, we wish to ex- 
tend our heartfelt sympathy to Mrs. Hadley in her great be- 
reavement.” 

It was not considered necessary to fill the vacancy until 
the annual town meeting as two members of the board con- 
stitute a majority to transact business. The expense of hold- 
ing a special election was thus avoided. 


Review of the Year’s Work: 


The weather has an important influence on the opera- 
tion of the plant and when there is a dry spell during the 
peak load in summer, the capacity of the works is taxed, be- 
cause a very large percentage of the water is used for sprinkl- 
ing lawns and gardens. A considerable additional load was 
placed on the plant by the plan of the Woods Hole Golf Club 
to water its fairways. While bringing in considerable addi- 
tional revenue this added materially to the burden of pump- 
ing. Most of the watering is done at night and although 
there is not much other demand in the night, this time is 
ordinarily depended on to replenish the Woods Hole stand- 
pipe ready for the next day’s draught. 


No large extensions have been made during the year, but 
a few small ones such as Oyster Pond Road; Haddon Lane, 
Bowerman property, West Falmouth, were laid by our own 
force. The cost of the Oyster Pond Road extension was met 
by using balances from previous bond issues and appropria- 
tions and the Bowerman Extension was financed by direct 
appropriation from the Town Treasury. Haddon Lane was 
laid as a minor extension. 


Other work accomplished during the year was the erec- 
tion of a building to house the supplies and trucks and to use 
as a general work-shop; the installation of meters on all 
large estates on Penzance, Woods Hole, for checking up on 
the. amount of water used; the building of an access road to 
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Quissett standpipe and improving the approach to the Woods 
Hole standpipe. 

Investigations and tests were made of storage and dis- 
tribution of water with particular reference to the means of 
relieving unsatisfactory conditions in the Woods Hole dis- 
trict. Considerable progress has been made on plans show- 
ing the location of all services as well as on plans of the 
main system which are being brought up to date and revised 
as new information is obtained. 

A large area consisting of 162.07 acres was acquired for 
the protection of the water shed of Long Pond. The land pur- 
chased this year, as well as that previously bought, has been 
improved and prepared for re-foresting under the direction 
of the Town Forestry Committee, who, with the Water Com- 
missioners, form the Long Pond Watershed Committee. This 
work was done principally by unemployed men, paid by a 
special appropriation. 

Detailed descriptions of the above work are given later. 


New Stock House: 

Due to the growth of the system the facilities have been 
inadequate for storing the large amount of valuable stock 
necessary to keep on hand and for carrying on repair work. 
It was thought advisable to build a new stock house for these 
purposes as well as for housing the trucks of the department. 
At odd times during the past three or four years the main- 
tenance force have made cement blocks to be used for this 
purpose. A contract was let to a local mason for laying the 
blocks and the remainder of the building was accomplished 
by the labor force of the department at times when their 
other duties permitted, the only additional cost to the de- 
partment being for the materials entering into construction. 
The building is well-built and of sufficiently good appear- 
ance not to be an eye-sore to the travellers on the State road. 
It is our intention to remove the old stock house as soon as 
convenient. 


Meters: 
Some progress has been made in meter installation. The 
placing of meters on all the large estates on Penzance Point 
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in Woods Hole, is in line with the meter installation made in 
1931 at the Moors. Water rates have not been based on the 
amounts passing through the meters but the latter have pro- 
vided certain valuable information as to the amount of water 
used so that when the time comes to base our charges on 
metered use, the data obtained will serve as a guide in es- 
tablishing an equitable rate. 

As a large part of the cost of metering the system is a 
fixed one and independent of the amount of water used, it 
would not be satisfactory to make the whole charge exactly 
proportional to the amount of water used, but the charge 
should properly consist of two parts; one a service charge 
paid by the taker for the convenience of being able to draw 
water when needed and the other a pro-rata charge for the 
actual amount used. To arrive at a balance between these 
two charges which would bring in enough revenue to operate 
the plant and at the same time be as fair as possible to all 
users is a problem which the department is now studying. 
Any adjustments of rates which may be made in the future 
must of necessity be carefully planned out because of the 
small margin between the present revenue and expense. 


Roads to Quissett and Woods Hole Standpipes: 


For some years the question of a proper access road to 
the Quissett standpipe from the State Highway has been agi- 
tated. The right of way owned by the town and through 
which the pipe runs, was very steep and on a sloping side- 
hill, and the cost of building a road on this location would 
have been prohibitive. When the question of finding con- 
structive work for the unemployed was brought up in the 
town meeting in August, at our request a certain amount of 
the funds was allotted for labor for this purpose. The site 
was cleared and a location surveyed for a road to the stand- 
pipe with a grade nowhere over 8%. This location is partly 
on the Hartford property, the use of it being permitted by 
the owner by mutual agreement as to use. The road was 
built entirely of materials available on the site except for a 
small amount of fill which had to be hauled from a nearby 
pit. The labor employed was almost entirely unemployed 
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men assigned by the committee on unemployment and super- 
vised by our department. We feel that this has solved a prob- 
lem of long standing and is an improvement to the general 
surroundings. 

During the year the approach to the Woods Hole stand- 
pipe has also been improved by grading and widening and 
the entrance from the State Road moved so that travel to 
and from the standpipe is now all over town-owned property. 
By agreement with the Fay heirs, who have a right of way 
over the road, permission was given to us to erect a gate to 
prevent indiscriminate use of the road by unauthorized per- 
sons. 

Extensions: 

An extension was made of 500 ft. of 8-inch pipe line on 
the Oyster Pond Road from Quissett Four Corners easterly. 
The cost of this was defrayed by a transfer from water sur- 
plus as voted at the annual meeting. Further extensions of 
this line are proposed as soon as feasible. 

An extension of 311 ft. of 6-inch pipe was laid over a 
private way off Main St., owned by Joseph L. Nickerson and 
was laid under our minor extension appropriation by vote of 
tne Town. This was for furnishing adequate supply to sev- 
eral houses which had been paying rates for a long time, and 
to enable hydrant and sprinkler service to be installed. 

An extension consisting of 2348 ft. of 2-inch pipe was 
laid over property belonging to Arnold Gifford and Albert 
Bowerman, in West Falmouth. The money for this was ap- 
propriated in Town Meeting and some labor was paid for out 
of the funds appropriated for aiding the unemployed. This 
extension was primarily to supply existing houses on which 
water rates had been paid for many years, although there 
was a private line supplying them. 

Several minor extensions were put in under a 9% guar- 
antee. These are as follows: 


Hiawatha Street 261 ft. of 14-inch pipe 
E. Silver Beach Ave. 220 ft. of 1-inch pipe 

Elysian Court 366 ft. of 2-inch pipe 
Philadelphia St. 438 ft. of 2-inch pipe 


Montauk St. 254 ft. 4 in., of 1%4-in. pipe 
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Pumping Station: 

There were no major changes in the pumping station or 
equipment during the year. Certain necessary repairs were 
made to the building. These consisted of puttying and paint- 
ing the windows and trimmings of the building. Further ex- 
amination was made of the condition of the chimney to the 
station and various methods of repairing it were considered. 
It was believed that the most satisfactory way of handling 
this job would be by hiring a responsible contractor on a daily 
basis to make the repairs, as it is impossible to estimate the 
amount of work necessary until a staging is erected. It is 
planned to proceed with this work as early in the spring as 
the weather will permit. 


The new gasoline driven centrifugal pumps were used 
several times during the drought of last summer and proved 
invaluable as an aid to the main steam unit during the ex- 
treme demands on the system. This subject is discussed fur- 
ther in the Chief Engineer’s Report which follows. 


Distribution and Storage Investigations: 

During the month of July there was a prolonged drought 
during which there was no rain for 18 days. This, as usual, 
resulted in a very heavy demand on the system for watering 
lawns and gardens. Added to this was the unusually heavy 
draft caused by the Woods Hole Golf Club installing a sys- 
tem for watering its fairways. There was used a total of 10,- 
300,000 gallons for this purpose during the season with a 
daily maximum of about 175,000 gallons. As a result of these 
conditions, on July 21st it was found that water in Woods 
Hole standpipe was entirely depleted because, although the 
use of water on the golf links is almost wholly at night, this 
is the time when we depend on replenishing the supply in 
the standpipes so that they will be full at the beginning of 
the day. The pumps were working to the capacity of the 
mains to carry the water away, but this was not sufficient 
to supply the demand and also keep any in storage. 

In order to safeguard the Woods Hole section from fire, 
it was felt necessary to go through the town and order all 
lawn sprinkling stopped for 24 hours. As evidence of the 
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enormous amount being used for this purpose, within one 
half hour after the crew started to notify takers to discon- 
tinue sprinkling the water began to gain in Woods Hole 
standpipe and, whereas on this particular day at 8 o’clock in 
the morning there was only 20 feet of water in the Woods 
Hole standpipe, the morning after shutting off the amount 
was 40 feet; and after notice had been given to every taker 
to conserve water, the standpipe was full at 8:00 A. M. 


This experience was convincing proof that some means 
must be taken to remedy the situation. Our engineer made 
pressure tests between Quissett and Woods Hole standpipe 
to see if there was any probable obstruction to retard the 
flow. These tests indicated fairly uniform flow between Quis- 
sett and Woods Hole with no indication of obstructions, but 
it was thought necessary to have flow tests made, not only 
of these lines but all of the lines leading from the pumping 
station, in order to determine what mains should be increased 
in size or cleaned so as to furnish water at the point of the 
greatest concentrated demand which is, undoubtedly, the 
Woods Hole section. 


The Pitometer Company of New York was engaged for 
this purpose and their engineer spent a week cooperating with 
us and furnishing the necessary instruments for determining 
the flow in various pipe lines at different times. As a result 
they recommended increased mains to Woods Hole and the 
cleaning of existing main from the Railroad crossing in Fal- 
mouth to the Woods Hole standpipe and cleaning the Sippe- 
wissett line in the near future. 


Maintenance: 


The maintenance system has been carried on as usual 
with the same personnel as last year. It is the policy of the 
department to install gates on all hydrant branches that 
were not so equipped when the lines were laid, thereby elim- 
inating the inconvenience to takers caused through a long 
shutdown for making repairs when necessary. With that end 
in view we have cut-in valves on hydrants Nos. 163, 164, 165 on 
Church St. in Woods Hole; Nos. 246, 247, 248, and 249 on 
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Shore St. in Falmouth; Nos. 273 and 274 on East Main St. in 
Falmouth and 264 on the Village Green. There was but one 
hydrant broken by autos during the year and that was re- 
placed by an Eddy which is of the non-flood type. All hyd- 
rants have been painted and inspected, and gates operated at 
least twice during the year; a record of the hydrants is kept 
by means of a card system which was put into effect this year. 
One man in the maintenance force gives most of his 
time to this work and patching. The same system for keep- 
ing records of gates in the distribution mains is now being 
installed. The plan of the distribution system also has been 
brought up to date with all hydrants numbered and new ex- 
tensions shown. During the year two new hydrants were in- 
stalled; one on the Oyster Pond Road extension and one on 
the J. L. Nickerson line. 


Services: 

There have been 56 new services put in during the year 
and 55 existing services have been renewed; all with copper 
tubing from the main to the property line. The department 
advocates the use of copper or brass for all services from 
main to cellar. 


Standpipes: 

All standpipes were emptied and thoroughly cleaned last 
spring. The old railing on the steel standpipe at West Fal- 
mouth was taken down and replaced by a new railing of 
14-inch steel pipe and painted with aluminum paint. 


Finances: 

The total revenue and hydrant rental for the year has 
been practically the same as 1931, in spite of there being a 
number of houses which were not occupied. The loss from 
these was partly offset by new services and by a large in- 
crease in the amount of water used by the Woods Hole Golf 
club. Total rates committed for the year were $98,112.33 or 
$116.74 more than in 1931 and there is, as might be expected, 
a larger list of delinquent accounts on the first of January 
than there was on the previous year. This amount includes 
two or three large accounts and some large meter bills for 
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the month of December which are not billed until the first 
of January and of course, can not be included in this report. 


The water lien law has again proved effective in the col- 
lection of overdue accounts where it was deemed advisable to 
put it into effect. The Commissioners have given due con- 
sideration to deserving cases and feel they have not unduly 
forced payment of water rates. However, when a piece of 
property was to be foreclosed or sold for taxes, liens have 
immediately been placed in order to protect the town’s inter- 
est in case of transfers. 


It was originally intended to issue bonds or notes for the 
new pumps installed in 1931 as authorized by vote of the 
town. A temporary transfer of funds from water surplus was 
made to take care of this expense and it was found that there 
were sufficient funds available from income to do away with 
the necessity of issuing bonds for this purpose. 


Financial Statements: 

The financial statements which follow are in addition to 
those given in the report of the Town Accountant and are 
arranged in such form as will show the financial progress of 
the department as a public service enterprise. In the in- 
come account will be found the results of the year’s opera- 
tion; the expenditures being divided into two classifications, 
namely: “Expense” and “Construction or Plant Additions.” 
It will be seen that an appreciable part of the total expense 
went for the latter division and it should be noted in this 
connection that the cost of materials used for services is re- 
funded to the department by the taker. Minor extensions 
are also productive in that there is a definite guarantee of 
revenue for each one. 


Under receipts an increase of $1,618.77 over 1931 is re- 
ported and there is also an increase of $1,383.20 in Accounts 
Receivable (shown in a later table) making a total increase 
of $3,001.97. Under operating expense there was a decrease 
of $6,295.44 in maintenance, of which $5,056.75 is due to the 
decrease in the amount of pipe cleaning. As previously, the 
maturing water bonds, $27,500 and interest, $6,908.75 on the 
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water debt were paid from water revenue. Of the net surplus 
resulting from the year’s operation, a portion was trans- 
ferred by vote of the Town for the purchase of land to pro- 
tect the water shed on Long Pond, and the remainder is on 
hand and will be used towards defraying the large increase 
in maturing bonds in 1933. 

Special Construction and Plant Additions Account shows 
appropriations from general taxation as well as transfers of 
Water Department funds to specific projects. These includ- 
ed $1000 for an extension of 2-inch pipe to serve several 
houses on the Bowerman and Gifford property in West Fal- 
mouth and transfers from water revenue of $6,760.07 for land 
purchases, etc. There is a balance of $808.16 which is avail- 
able for transfer for new extensions if voted by the town. 

In the balance sheet is shown increase in Assets of 
$30,056.41 representing plant and property additions in 1932 
at cost value. Cash on deposit represents total “water sur- 
plus” and balances of special appropriations. Water Surplus, 
as given, is less by $9,111.34 than that in the report of the 
Town Accountant because of the cost of the new pumps hay- 
ing been defrayed from this fund instead of a bond issue 
authorized in 1931 but not negotiated. 

Certain data is shown graphically, which will indicate 
the progress of the department for the last 10 years. 


Budget: 

The amount asked to be appropriated to the use of this 
department for 1933 is $46,215 as against $50,915 for the year 
1932. The item of pipe cleaning, $5,000 is again included in 
the budget. This work was not done in 1932 and the amount 
was therefore not expended but will be required for cleaning 
mains to Woods Hole as previously discussed in the report. 
There is a decrease in the item for services which brings it 
to an amount believed sufficient for the work which will 
probably be asked for. The amount for minor extensions is 
$4,000 as previously, because this is the maximum amount 
which can be expended by the Water Commissioners for this 
purpose, without being specifically voted. In these two items 
it is necessary to allow a liberal margin because the number 
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of applications for services and minor extensions is beyond 
the control of the department. Requests for services must 
be met however great, and attention is again called to the fact 
that the department is reimbursed for the material used in 
service installations. 

Considerable work of the department is of an emergency 
nature and the amount required can not be foreseen. This 
explains why the amount of the budget is more than the ex- 
penditures for the previous year. 


The surplus now on hand is sufficient to maintain the 
department, pay maturing bonds and interest and provide 
for at least part of the cost of an additional pipe line to 
Woods Hole. 


Recommendations: 

As a result of the unusual drain on the system during 
the dry season last year, it is evident that some re-inforce- 
ment of the mains supplying Woods Hole will have to be 
made if we are to prevent a recurrence of last year’s con- 
ditions, and in our opinion, we are under a distinct obligation 
to the Woods Hole Golf Club, The Marine Biological Labor- 
atory, the New Haven Railroad and in fact, all large con- 
sumers, to supply all the water they want at the time they 
want it. This time, of course, is in the summer when the 
population is largest and when the plant is also taxed to its 
capacity. Except for our large summer demand there would 
be no need of maintaining a plant of the size of the present 
one. In this connection, requests for reduction in rates by 
certain large takers have been met by reminding them that 
the additional demands they put on the system would call 
for added expenditures to supply them, and if the water 
works accepts a large amount of business they should take 
all necessary steps to be able to handle it. Two alternatives 
have been proposed; one is to lay a new 8-in. main on the 
State Road parallel with the existing 8-in. main from Quissett 
Four corners to Fenno’s farmhouse. This, together with the 
cleaning of the lines from Falmouth to Woods Hole would 
undoubtedly remedy the situation. The estimated cost of 
doing this would be in the neighborhood of about $8,000. 
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The other alternative is the continuation of the Oyster Pond 
Road 8-in. line up Nobska Road to a junction with the exist- 
ing 6-in. line on the Vineyard Sound lots. This would be some- 
what more expensive, but the added expense would be com- 
pensated to some extent by opening up new territory for 
water takers and relieving dead-end conditions in parts of 
Woods Hole. This extension is essential for the improvement 
of the system. 


In regard to extensions for supplying new takers we be- 
lieve that no large addition should be made for the present 
without an assurance of adequate and definite return on the 
investment and furthermore that proposed extensions should 
be carefully studied with reference to their effect on the 
system as a whole. It would be poor economy to keep tap- 
ping and extending lines to outlying districts unless the 
supply mains are able to properly feed them without inter- 
fering with the supply to existing takers. 

Following the financial statements will be found the re- 
port of the Chief Engineer of the Pumping Station, a table 
showing water pumped, a comparative financial table and 
also graphical charts.

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CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my report for the year 1932. 

The pumping records for the past year show a consider- 
able increase over 1931. The dry weather of the spring and 
the first part of the summer of course account for this, July 
being the dryest, when we exceeded all previous pumping 
records during the week of the 16th to the 22nd. 

Long Pond is at the present time 121 inches lower than 
a year ago. 


Engine Room 

The Worthington pump has been operated every day 
throughout the year, and again shows an economical record 
with an average of 376.8 gallons of water pumped per pound 
of coal. No repairs have been necessary on this unit except 
the usual overhauling done through the winter months. 

The Sterling gas engines were used considerably during 
the summer months averaging about 4820 gallons of water 
per gallon of gas which is considered quite satisfactory. 


The longest run made with one of these units was 154 
hours made during the dryest spell in July. The machines 
are run frequently to keep the batteries charged and insure 
their being ready for an emergency at any time. 

The plant was operated twenty-four hours a day during 
July and August in order to supply the increased demand 
for water due to sprinkling lawns and gardens. The longest 
continuous run made was from July 7th to the 27th. 
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Boiler Room 


The boiler and all fittings are in good condition, accord- 
ing to the report of the Insurance Company. Some repairs 
to the furnace on No. 2 boiler are planned for this year, no 
repairs have been made on this firebox since 1925. Several 
sections of the brass feed line have been replaced with copper 
which is not affected by the action of the water. 

All the cold water piping in this part of the plant has 
been replaced with copper tubing; the old iron piping which 
had been in service a long time was badly plugged and was 
beginning to leak at the joints. 

All the overhead woodwork in the room has been painted, 
also all piping. 


Living Rooms 


The living quarters are in good shape, one ceiling whit- 
ened and a few changes made in the heating system are all 
that was required the past year. 


Following are the records of water pumped in 1932.

The new elementary school building was occupied in 
September of this year with an enrollment of 424 pupils. This 
is an increase of 64 pupils over last year’s enrollment and is 
due in part to the transfer to this building of the Junior High 
Special Class, and the Hatchville pupils who formerly at- 
tended in the Village, but who, owing to overcrowded con- 
ditions here, had for the past few years attended at Teaticket. 
The total school enrollment is now 1,454, an increase of 49 
pupils since this time a year ago.

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Report of Town Forest Committee 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Probably no better work for the unemployed can be found 
than in Forestry Management, as in this work approximate- 
ly 95% of the money spent goes directly to the workers. There 
is no machine work, moreover the labor can be utilized in 
seasons when very little other work is possible. Forestry 
should be welcomed as a permanent help in aiding unem- 
ployment and future work planned to take care of periods of 
depression. In this work all kinds of labor may be used. 
There is a place for the unskilled as well as the skilled labor- 
er. 


The fact that money spent in Forest work is a definite 
constructive permanent improvement should be recognized. 
Growing trees are steadily adding to the value of the land, 
not alone for lumber and cordwood but also as parks and in 
scenic value. 


In Europe where town and government forests have been 
in operation for hundreds of years, these areas serve to util- 
ize unemployed persons who are thus adding to the wealth 
of town and nation. 


It is of interest to note that during this depression all 
over the country, authorities are turning to the woodlands, 
parks and forests as a means of relieving unemployment. 


Falmouth is indeed fortunate in having available a large 
and beautiful tract of land almost within the village itself, 
already set apart for forestry and water protection purposes, 
for together with Goodwill Park, the town forest land, and 


139 


the Watershed of Long Pond there is a total of approximate- 
ly 500 acres which can be used in forestry work. 


During the past year most of your committee’s work has 
been in connection with the Long Pond Watershed and Good- 
will Park. Although in the latter place the work has been 
largely in clearing around the beautiful Cedar Grove and 
protecting it from possible fires. On the Watershed, the area 
cleared last year by the unemployed was planted with about 
14,000 White and Red Pine and White Spruce and while the 
available area for planting this year is nearly 100 acres it 
will not be necessary to plant this as thickly because in cer- 
tain parts we have left groups of young Hickory and Dog- 
wood. The Hickory proving to be the best of our deciduous 
trees owing to its rapid growth and freedom from insect at- 
tack, while the Dogwood will add the beauty of their bloom 
to the background of Pine and Spruce. In all the clearing, 
your committee has tried to preserve the best of the native 
growth. 


A total of 20,000 trees were planted in 1932. 


The roads in the Watershed area have been improved, 
making it possible to remove large quantities of cordwood, 
otherwise unavailable. Most of this wood was cut from trees 
destroyed by the Gypsy Moth, and has been a welcome addi- 
tion to the needy of the town. 


Your committee is this year asking for an appropriation 
of $2,000 and have already reserved from the state 50,000 
little trees for spring planting. This increase is necessary 
to take care of the larger plantings to be made and also to 
continue the work of clearing and pruning.

Long Pond Watershed 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Submitted herewith is a report of the work of this Com- 
mittee during 1932. 

A considerable area was added to the watershed property 
owned or controlled by the town, by the purchase of three 
tracts of land; two owned by the Forbes estate, one by the 
Heirs of Thomas H. Lawrence and one by Arnold and Virtue 
B. Gifford. The Forbes and the Lawrence parcels are on the 
Easterly shore of the pond and extend to Gifford St. on the 
East and the Brick Kiln Road on the north, while the Gif- 
ford parcel is on the westerly side of Long Pond Swamp and 
adjoins the Weld land previously acquired. The total of 
these purchases added 162.09 acres to the Town’s holdings, 
making a total of 283.2 acres obtained by purchase. Of this 
49 acres of the Weld property was acquired for town forest 
purposes but adjoins land within the watershed. In addition 
to the above there are 53 acres bordering Long Pond under 
the control of the Trustees of Public Reservations and 34 
acres of town forest at the north end of the pond and about 
90 acres comprising Goodwill Park at the southerly end of 
the pond, making in all about 444 acres which may be used 
for town forest and watershed protection. 


The entire cost of land purchased for watershed pur- 
poses during 1932 was met by surplus funds of the water de- 
partment. Due to the general financial conditions, it is not 
recommended that any further purchases of watershed land 
be made for the present. When conditions improve we re- 
commend that the work continue, until the entire area sur- 
rounding the water supply be owned by the town. 
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A large amount of work has been done this year in clear- 
ing, planting, and otherwise improving the watershed prop- 
erty. This was done under the supervision of the Town For- 
est Committee whose report will cover this in detail. 


The improvement of roads and the clearings accomplished 
by the Forestry Department have very materially added to 
the protection of the reservoir and the public is invited to 
visit and inspect the property which can now be done with- 
out difficulty. 

The survey work in connection with acquiring this land 
involved running out several thousand feet of property line, 
searching many old deeds and conferring with former own- 
ers as to the lines. The surveys were made with a view to de- 
termining the areas, as the price for the land was on an 
acreage basis. All the land purchased to date has been 
bounded out by setting leaded cement posts. 

In addition to the work incident to acquiring these par- 
cels, topographical surveys have been completed for the re- 
maining land within the watershed and in some cases prop- 
erty line surveys have been made and plotted so that future 
purchases can be based on this data. A large plan of the 
land bordering Long Pond has been made on the scale of 200 
feet to the inch which shows the topography as far as taken, 
the areas of all parcels with the former owners’ names and 
the date of acquisition. This plan shows the location of por- 
tions of certain roads which were adjacent to the line of sur- 
vey. It is recommended that enough additional work be done 
to complete the plan as far as these roads are concerned. 
This will not involve any considerable expense and should 
prove useful, especially in carrying out the plans for re-for- 
estation which are now in progress.

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Report of Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Falmouth, Mass. 


The Falmouth Planning Board submits the following re- 
port for the year 1932: 


The Planning Board concurs in the generally accepted 
belief that the strictest economy must be practiced by the 
Town in 1933, and therefore re-affirms the position it took 
a year ago, that unsettled economic conditions make unwise 
any action on major projects of town planning during the 
coming year. Nine important projects were outlined in this 
Board’s report of last year, as eventually desirable. Their im- 
portance is undiminished, and they should be kept in mind 
for action as soon as conditions permit. 

The first of five matters recommended a year ago for 
immediate action was that of providing “a suitable arrange- 
ment for necessary driveways to serve the new Elementary 
School Building”. This project was disapproved by the 
School Committee, but the urgent need of such driveway ac- 
cess has become apparent to all, and the School Committee 
and the Planning Board are now co-operating in an effort 
to determine a lay-out that will be of greatest benefit to the 
Town. 


The Planning Board recommends acceptance by the Town 
of Gunning Point Road and Jericho Road. 

The main efforts of the Planning Board during the past 
year have been directed, in co-operation with the heads of 
Town Departments and with the Community Service Coun- 
cil, to the preparation of practical programs for the wise ex- 
penditure of Town funds on projects for the relief of unem-

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ployment. These programs were adopted by the Town at 
the special meetings of August 1932, and January 3, 1933, and 
this Board believes that a worth-while service was thus per- 
formed. 


One point the Planning Board wishes to emphasize par- 
ticularly this year. The proper development of any town de- 
pends upon long-range vision, foresight and planning. The 
most serious depressions have never been permanent. The 
present one will not be. There is sometimes a temporary in- 
clination to adopt hastily conceived “emergency” measures, 
without much regard to the future. It is imperative to keep 
a clear perspective of normal conditions and future require- 
ments, and to plan not alone for immediate emergencies, but 
for the general welfare of the Town over the years that are 
to come. It is with this viewpoint that your Planning Board 
proposes and endeavors to study and recommend on all pro- 
jects that seem worthy and in the best interest of the Town.

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Report of Committee on Protection of Waterfront 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth. 


The undersigned Committee on Protection of Water Front 
appointed in 1931, and continued in the annual meeting of 
1932, respectfully reports: 


PROTECTION OF BEACH NEAR MENAUHANT 


This committee recommended in the 1932 annual report 
that 350 lineal feet of protection agreed upon be constructed 
under the direction and supervision of the Highway Survey- 
or and an appropriation of $6200. was requested. Later it was 
found possible to secure the co-operation of the state. The 
work was let out by contract and the cost was shared by the 
state so that the actual expenditure for this section of water 
front protection cost the town $3100. 


Your committee has studied the beaches carefully dur- 
ing and immediately after the severe autumn storms. It 
seems to this committee that the beaches near the Moors 
property should have an inexpensive concrete curb placed 
along the water side of the existing hardened road and ex- 
tending down sufficiently low to prevent the undermining of 
the road surface. It is hoped that the Highway Surveyor will 
be able to work in some of this curbing from time to time 
from funds in his hands without making any special appro- 
priation.

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CHAPPAQUOIT 


While the committee realizes that it is necessary to re- 
place the present decayed sheeting along the water side of 
the road for about 1000 feet in the most exposed location, it 
still feels that although state aid would no doubt be afforded, 
the cost to the town would be very considerable and the High- 
way Surveyor feels that he can protect the road sufficiently 
for this coming year so that no serious damage may occur and 
thereby avoid any large expenditure this year.

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Report of Town Survey Committee 


The appropriation of $500 in 1932 necessitated the cut- 
ting down of this work to very small proportions. Your com- 
mittee asked for an appropriation of $2500 to complete the 
work in 1932 which amount would have completed the neces- 
sary surveys and finished copying the maps; with the smaller 
appropriation very little field work was done but the maps 
were copied and many records made. 


We are asking for $1500 this year to complete the work, 
the Engineer’s report which follows gives the details of the 
proposed work. 


ENGINEER’S REPORT 


West Acton, Mass., 
January 14, 1933. 
Dear Mr. Wheeler; 

Regarding the completion of the town map I will say 
that I believe I can do it for the sum of $1500.00. 

The work to be done can in a great part be done by my- 
self alone as it consists mainly of deed and research work 
along with some survey work, which can be done by the help 
of a local man if you so specify. This would have a double 
value as it would give the local man a knowledge of actual 
property location. 

We have surveyed and located a great many corner 
bounds in the woodlands and in order to complete the map 
it is necessary to get the deeds and piece the whole thing to- 
gether. This requires constant concentration and learning 
the old family relationship back a number of years. I have 
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in the last season there in Falmouth gathered together a 
great deal of information in interviews with some of the old- 
timers that I base many of my solutions on along with the 
deeds. 


There is a large section of back land east of North Fal- 
mouth running through to Hatchville and south to the Mill 
Road which must be completed. There are scattered lands : 
throughout the town which ownership must be established 
on. On the work that has been done it is my intention to 
set permanent bounds along the roads and important lines 
to tie up the old lines with so that they can be found again 
in the future should ever the occasion require. This really 
ought to be done because the old blazed trees are not always 
going to be there and the old stakes we found are not al- 
ways to be there. I do not intend to set bounds on all lot 
corners but on control points which will hold their locations. 
A number of people have had me set at their expense con- 
crete bounds on woodlot corners and a number have expressed 
the desire to have this done when land is located. The more 
of this that is done the better and more lasting will the 
work be.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden

Gentlemen: 

I wish to submit the report of the Forest Fire Warden 
for the year ending December 31, 1932. 

I was appointed as Fire Warden in January, and comply- 
ing with the requirements of Chapter 48, of the General Laws, 
I appointed the following Deputy Fire Wardens: 


John E. Overy Alton E. Baker 
Ralph Landers Albert B. Mullen 
Charles B. Fisher Edward H. Williams 
James McInnis F. K. Leatherbee 
William F. Potter William Mullen 


During the past year there have been no serious Woods 
Fires, although the total number of fires were greater than 
the year before. We had 53 fires which burned a total of 32 
acres, and caused a damage estimated to be $30.00. This is 
due principally because of the absence of continued dry 
spells. The causes of fires are listed as follows:

During the past year I found that it was necessary only 
from April 20th to April 26th inclusive, to supplement the 
Barnstable County patrol, by a patrol in the Town of Fal- 
mouth. The patrol was undertaken at the direct request of 
the State Fire Warden, and I am still of the opinion that a 
patrol is beneficial in dry weather. 


Considerable activity has taken place in the past year 
on constructing adequate “Fire Breaks” in the woods, and 
the remaining heavy growth in the vicinity of Jenkins Pond, 
has been cut up by adequate “Fire Breaks’, that will give us 
an opportunity to keep a fire out of our only remaining good 
stand of wood. 


There are no outstanding bills or accounts against the 
Forest Warden to my knowledge.

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Report of Wire Inspector

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 

The Inspector of Wires submits herewith his report for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1932. The number of permits granted 
for full connection were 49; Service changes and additions 
43, and specials 13. Total number of inspections for the above 
174; there are always quite a number of calls for consulta- 
tion and advice of which I have made no record. 


I again wish to call attention to the fact that many 
houses were wired before the Electrical Code called for the 
grounding of the system, and I strongly advise changes in 
service wherever this condition exists, for it is in the interest 
of your personal safety to do so. As a matter of safety I wish 
again to call to mind the danger of increasing the size of 
fuse above the 15 ampere on branch circuits. If you have 
trouble with your fuses blowing consult a competent elec- 
trician, but do not increase the size of fuse beyond the safe 
carrying capacity of the wire it is made to protect. I am 
glad to inform you that the vault at the new Grammar School 
made it possible to use the special appropriation in a very 
satisfactory manner and provides a central distributing point 
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to the High School, Junior High and Library. It also can take 
care of other town buildings in this vicinity in the future. 
The cables are protected by iron pipes, an additional factor 
of safety. The vault is under the competent supervision of 
the Cape and Vineyard Electric Company which will prevent 
unqualified persons from gaining access to it.

Gentlemen: 

A report of the Building Commissioner’s activities is here- 
with submitted for the year of 1932. 

Building construction in Falmouth during the past year 
has, as we are all aware, reached the lowest, since the De- 
partment was started in 1926. There were no large construc- 
tions of a public nature this year, and the total of $210,237.00 
is practically all private work, a stock house of the Water 
Department being the only exception. 

There were forty-two new dwellings constructed during 
this year, as against fifty-five last year, and eighty-one the 
previous year. There were a total of 153 permits, including 
alterations issued during the year, as against 186 during 1931. 
The figures as itemized below show in detail the falling-off 
of building construction. 

The following is a table showing the number of permits, 
and the reported cost of construction during each month, as 
well as the comparative figures for the last five years in 
which this Department has been operating:

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


In submitting my third annual report as Chairman of 
the Board of Public Welfare, I call your attention to my re- 
port for 1931. The demands on the Board this year have 
been caused by the same conditions as last year but to a 
greater extent. The lack of work by the local contractors 
of all kinds has forced many to ask for help—either aid or 
work. I was optimistic enough last year to think that con- 
ditions would improve but they have not. 

Commencing shortly after my election in 1930, I served 
as investigator and was also in charge of the unemployed 
until August, 1932, when the Special Town Meeting gave the 
Board an investigator and an agent to place those that ap- 
plied for work. The Welfare Board, with the consent of the 
Community Council, appointed Mr. Augusta as investigator 
and Mr. George N. Holden as agent and they have served 
taithfully and well. Mr. Augusta’s duties are to investigate 
cases that ask for help and alsq to act as interpreter as 
many families cannot speak English. Mr. Holden classifies 
all those that apply for work and assigns them to the various 
town departments that need help. It has been the policy of 
the department, with the help of Mr. Holden, to place able- 
bodied men to work who apply for aid so that they may sup- 
port their own families, rather than be given a dole, thus re- 
taining their self-respect and raising the standard towards 
good citizenship. 

There are a number of details that the general public 
does not realize that the department has to do. When we 
receive an application for aid, the first thing to be deter- 
mined is whether the applicant is a town charge, whether he 
is a resident of some other city or town, or whether he has 
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no legal settlement, in which case the State pays the bills. A 
legal settlement means that a person must be a resident of 
the town for five years without receiving aid. 


While my report shows a large amount of expenditures, 
it must be understood that the town is reimbursed about 30% 
by other cities and towns and the state which will show in 
the Town Accountant’s report. 


At the Town meeting in February 1932 $18,186.00 was ap- 
propriated for my department which was much less than 
asked for. The Finance Board gave me $4000 from the Re- 
serve Fund, and at the special town meeting in August 1932 
gave me $10,000.00 making the total $32,186.00. On December 
31, 1932 I had a balance on hand of $3 making the total 
amount of money paid during the year $32,183.00. At this 
writing the amount of unpaid bills is $3366.43 making a total 
cost of $35,549.43. During the year $24,100 was given for un- 
employment which of course relieved greatly the burden of 
my department. You will see that I am asking the sum of 
$50,000 for my department for the coming year and under 
the present conditions I cannot see how any less sum can 
be considered. I see no other way but to do this as unless the 
town further appropriates money for unemployment, I do 
not believe this department can get through next year with- 
out somewhere near the amount I have asked for. 


The Old Age Pension Act is now in full effect and calls 
for more money each year. On December 31, 1932 Old Age 
Pensioners numbered 22. The enforcement and recommend- 
ations of the Old Age Pension Act rest with the State author- 
ities and we have to abide by their decisions although we do 
not always agree with their findings. 


The Town Home is comfortable and well cared for, need- 
ing only minor repairs. The inmates for the year 1932 were 
six men and one woman. The farm maintains two good cows 
and a flock of hens and raises enough vegetables and hay to 
practically carry them through the year. The revenue re- 
ceived from the sale of eggs, milk, etc., is quite a substantial 
sum. In 1930 the net cost of the Home was $3,591.52, in 1931, 
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$3,225.08. In these two years substantial improvements were 
made which raised the cost of maintenance but were what 
might be called permanent improvements. In 1932 the net 
cost was $2,307.81, showing outside of the money spent for 
improvements a still further reduction for this year. 


There are many interesting details in regard to the Wel- 
fare Department which I must pass over at this time. 


I wish to thank all those who have helped me through 
the past strenuous year, especially the various Boards of the 
town, different organizations, the Nursing Association, the 
School nurse, the Truant officer, and State officials who are 
a great help in many cases. 


I invite any and all to investigate and look into the work- 
ings of this department and to seek information on any sub- 
ject as we are glad to have constructive criticism and advice.

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Report of Elementary School Building 


Committee 


Following is the report of the Elementary School Build- 
ing Committee covering the period which has elapsed since 
the last report was made in February, 1932. 


As the building was nearing completion at that time 
there is little further to report. The final details including 
window shades, interior finish, floor coverings, and furnish- 
ings were all completed by the latter part of the summer and 
the building was turned over to the school department for 
use on August 27, 1932. 


As no mention was made of approaches to the building, 
grading or planting of the grounds in the vote of the town 
under which the money was appropriated, your committee 
did not feel authorized to expend anything for these purposes 
until every detail connected with the building and furnish- 
ings was attended to. As soon as it was evident that these 
matters were adequately taken care of the committee used 
a portion of the balance on hand for grading and planting. 
Sufficient funds for building any roads to the building, how- 
ever, were not available. 


Since the building has been in use some trouble has been 
experienced in regard to the heating of the water for the dish 
washing machine by using the same boiler that heats the 
building. In order to get the water hot enough to sterilize 
the dishes it was necessary to also supply the heating units 
with vapor and the school rooms were too warm for this rea- 
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son on mild days. This trouble will be entirely eliminated 
shortly by the installation of a separate unit for heating 
water on warm days. 

We believe that when this last mentioned matter has 
been taken care of that the building will be satisfactory in 
every respect.

And this Fall commenc- 
ing in October we started creosoting with the unemployed 
labor throughout the whole town. Creosoting first the worst 
infested areas whether they were along the public highways 
or in private property. This work should show marked re- 
sults next year and will reduce the amount of extra spraying. 


Therefore, I recommend the sum of ($3,340.00) to carry 
on the work in this department for the year 1933.

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Report of Park Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Park Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1932. 


The work on the parks voted by the citizens at the town 
meeting of 1932 has been carried out to the best of our ability. 


We accepted our cut in the budget last Spring cheerfully 
and tried to keep our expenses within our budget, but owing 
to unexpected expense that could not be planned for six 
months ahead compelled us to ask for an extra $300.00 for 
the Casino and $500.00 for the parks, said amount to be taken 
from the proceeds of the Bathing Casino. This request was 
granted us by a unanimous vote at a Special Town Meeting. 


During the year a few washouts have occurred on the 
parks at the beach and they have been fixed at a small cost. 
in spite of the depression we had a good season at the Fal- 
mouth Bathing Casino. The rentals for the three largest 
weeks are as follows: 


The rentals for the week ending July 23 were: 712 Boxes, 144 
Towels, 29 Suits. 

For the week ending August 20: 740 Boxes, 205 Towels, 23 
Suits. 

For the week ending August 27: 802 Boxes, 131 Towels, 18 
Suits. 
The fence surrounding the Village Green is in a poor con- 


dition and before many years something must be done in re- 
gard to a new fence. 


The situation at Old Silver Beach Park is serious and 
something must be done to take care of the crowds that come 
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there. There have been from 1200 to 1400 people at Old Sil- 
ver Beach Park every pleasant Sunday this past summer. 


The Park Commissioners have given this matter a great 
deal of careful study and consideration. We recommend a 
Bath House to be built at Old Silver Beach Park this spring 
and earnestly solicit your co-operation. 


We have enlarged the parking space at Old Silver Baech 
trying to relieve the traffic that exists on the highway at that 
point. 


There are more people coming to the town of Falmouth 
each year and we should be prepared to take care of them 
before they arrive. 


Some work has been done on the parks by the unemployed 
and we have tried to have the work done where it would be 
of the most benefit to the town in future years.

The Ambulance Committee, consisting of Dr. A. L. Pat- 
tee, Dr. T. A. Wiswall, Mr. R. D. Wells, Mr. John Barry, and 
Miss Irene L. Metzner, held four meetings to conduct the 
regular business of the committee during the year 1932. 


From January 1st through December 31st, 1932, the am- 
bulance made 100 runs, covering 7,159 miles. 740 gallons of 
gasoline and 28 quarts of oil were used during the year.

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Report of Committee on Spring Cove Wharf 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen:— 


The Committee appointed to inquire into the purchase 
by the Town of the Spring Cove Wharf at West Falmouth, 
submit the following: 


The public landing at this place was laid out by the 
Selectmen and approved by vote of the Town, November 9, 
1846, and March 8, 1847, when permission was given Silas J. 
Eldred to build a wharf on the southwest third of the layout. 


On April 28, 1849, Silas Eldred deeded his rights to the 
wharf to the West Falmouth Wharf Company which issued 
20 shares of stock and incorporated under the Statutes of 
1848. 


This company seems to have carried on as a public land- 
ing until 1885 when it expanded into a company of forty 
shares under the name of Spring Cove Wharf Company. Up 
to within two or three years this later company operated the 
wharf as a public landing, making a charge to all who used 
it. In 1931 the wharf was fenced off and public use denied. 


Twenty three of the forty shares in this company are 
owned by the Huebener family who own property directly 
across the road from the wharf. The other seventeen shares 
are divided in small lots among seven holders, most of whom 
are year round residents of West Falmouth. 


The majority stockholders refuse to sell at any price. The 
minority stockholders wish the Town to take the property 
for public landing purposes. The only sale of stock about 
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which we have information, occurred about thirty years back, 
when sixteen shares were sold for $100. 

There seems to be no record of the Town giving this com- 
pany any title to the land on which the wharf rests. It is 
maintained there by permission originally given Silas Eldred 
by the town in 1846 and 1847. 

In consideration of the above facts, we recommend that 
the town do acquire by purchase, or otherwise, the wharf 
property of the Spring Cove Wharf Company at West Fal- 
mouth.

REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


December 15, 1932. 
To: The Chief Engineer 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 
I wish to submit the report of my work in charge of the 
Fire Alarm System, and also other activities for which I am 
responsible: 
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This year we have installed three new boxes at Falmouth 
Heights, namely: Box No. 141 located at Oakcrest Hotel; Box 
No. 143 located at Vineyard Sound House; Box 144 located 
at Amherst and Grand Avenues. These boxes along with 
Boxes No. 14 and No. 142 cover that section of the Heights 
very well. 


Box No. 144 is an auxiliary shunt type Master Box, which 
was purchased by Mr. E. H. Bristol. Mr. Bristol has installed 
“Fusible Link Stations” within his house, that are connected 
in series with the auxiliary shunt circuit. In the event of 
fire in the house, these links melt and in so doing trip the 
Fire Alarm Box, and automatically transmit the alarm from 
Box No. 144. 


We have also installed one Box No. 214 at East Main and 
Nye Road. 

Box No. 628 has been installed at the New Grammar 
School along with the Dual Alarm System, which consists of 
the Dual Alarm Cabinet in the Principal’s office and auxil- 
iary pull stations, and Fire Alarm Gongs on each floor. 

For some time the system has been troubled on Locust 
Street by the trees cutting through our cable, and allowing 
moisture to enter, which in such a sensitive system of Fire 
Alarm gave us considerable trouble. We have eliminated this 
trouble by putting our cable under ground in one of the Tele- 
phone Company ducts, running between the man holes on 
Locust Street for a distance of approximately 2000 feet. 

This year, through the co-operation of the Tree Warden, 
all Fire Alarm Circuits have been thoroughly cleared out. 

All the Fire Alarm Boxes and circuits have been thor- 
oughly checked and tested, and test boxes have been in- 
stalled at strategical points which enables us to run down 
our trouble more quickly. 

We have had one “Burn Out” this year, when a 4600 volt 
line was broken by a tree at North Falmouth, causing some 
damage and trouble at the time. 


We have had the usual amount of repairing, replacing, 
and minor construction. 
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The Quissett traffic lights which are in charge of this 
department, have functioned very well since the new equip- 
ment was installed. 


We have had some minor work in the Town Buildings, 
the maintenance of which are in charge of this Department.

REMARKS 


During the past year no new equipment has been added 
to the Department, and nothing but ordinary repairs have 
taken place, insofar as the physical conditions of the Depart- 
ment are concerned. 


There have been only 105 fires this year excluding brush 
fires, as against 141 last year, but our fire loss is greater, due 
to the fact that several of our losses were total, as they were 
outside of fire protection and protection by the municipal 
water supply, namely: The Coonamessett Ranch Barn, Coona- 
messett Ranch Building, Nicholas Antone, Fresh Pond; 
Charles Barrows, Waquoit; and Donald Stimpson, Teaticket 
Development. These are the reasons for the additional fire 
loss of this year. 


No new hose was purchased during the past year, owing 
to the fact that the Board of Engineers did not know whether 
they could remain within their appropriation or not. 


I desire to make a few remarks about the Fire Depart- 
ment economy. Those who insist that public funds are not 
large enough at present, to maintain the present high stand- 
ard of efficiency, a properly manned, trained, paid Fire Dept. 
in reality are saying that the lives and property of the com- 
munity are not worth the few dollars necessary to give them 
proper protection. I question whether our Town is in such 
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bad financial condition, that we can afford to allow fire to 
destroy houses and business blocks in the Town, because of 
unemployment; and thus cause the loss of taxes, or loss of 


home, and increase the hardship. Every dollar lost to the 
Town through fire and destruction, must be paid through 
insurance premiums. 


I wonder if we realize that if we cut our Fire Dept. effi- 
ciency, that we will be assessed, by higher insurance prem- 
iums through a change in classification of the Town by the 
insurance companies. If we go beyond the line of safety for 
the citizens, their lives and property, and cut down the Fire 
Dept. appropriation, we will be destroying or reducing the 
first line of Municipal defense against fire and similar emer- 
gencies. 


The Fire Department is called upon to furnish aid and 
assistance; not only in fires, but in drowning, automobile ac- 
cidents, and other emergencies, in which immediate assist- 
ance is of vital importance. One reason why the Fire Dept. 
is called upon, is because the people have come to realize 
that a quicker response is possible; and that it is constantly 
ready. In addition, the annual upkeep of our Fire Dept. has 
been met by savings created from small fire losses and in- 
surance costs. 


If the Fire Department efficiency is reduced in its pres- 
ent membership or manpower; it means that fire losses will 
increase. In other words, if the Fire Department appropria- 
tion is reduced for the purpose of lowering taxes, because of 
lower efficiency and manpower, as a result, we all will pay 
dearly in increased fire loss and insurance costs. 


The careless and indifferent attitude toward fire pro- 
tection, and the lack of proper maintenance, is a dangerous 
false economy. If there ever was a time that the citizens of 
this Town need a high standard of efficiency in their Fire 
Department, it is now. To reduce efficiency means a re- 
duced morale; to reduce personnel means the loss in man- 
power; reduction of any kind means a break-down of this 
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organization. This means a lesser degree of safety, a higher 
fire loss, and increased insurance rates. 


Since many of our people in this Town live by the most 
meagre means; to take from them the least protection of 
security, which may mean the loss of life or the only shelter 
they have against the elements, is a heartless thing for a 
Town to do. Fire is a fiend that never sleeps, it brings sor- 
row and sadness, it increases the costs of living, and it de- 
stroys quickly and without warning. In cutting Municipal 
expenditures, the protective departments of which the Fire 
Department is one, should be among the last branches of the 
government to suffer. 


The financial statement of the Fire Department for the 
year of 1932, will be found in the report of the Town Ac- 
countant.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 

(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 

(b) A list of the appropriations for the past year and 
those recommended for the coming year. 

(c) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 

(d) Reports of all special committees made at any meet- 
ings held during the year, together with any other action taken 
at said meetings, including committee appointments and resol- 
utions passed. 
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(e) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through 
their hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and 
correctness before endorsing the order for their payment by 
the town treasurer. All such orders shall have itemized ac- 
counts attached, showing in detail the names of persons to 
whom payable and the purpose for which such order is drawn 
on the town treasurer. 

Section 2. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 

Section 3. The selectmen shall present to the town 
at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing 
to serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of 
lumber, fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field 
drivers. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 
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Section 5. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 

(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. 

(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 

(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount 
of land damages in each instance. 

(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners, on or before the 7th 
day of December of each year, shall make a detailed report to 
the selectmen together with their recommendations. 

Section 2. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Treasurer. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that 
all boards, committees and officers, on or before the 5th and 
20th day of each month (unless otherwise fixed by statute) 
pay to the town treasurer all amounts exceeding ten dollars 
($10.00) collected by them previous to that date, to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


ARTICLE VI. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 
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ARTICLE VII. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay for transportation 
on the following basis: If the point to which he goes can be 
reached reasonably directly by railroad, he shall be allowed 
the amount of the railroad fare to and from that point; if the 
point is not easily accessible by railroad, he shall be allowed 
pay for transportation at the rate of ten (10) cents per mile 
to and from the point in question. 


Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor”; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 

Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VIII. General. 


Section 1. No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, 
authorized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of 
the town for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise 
furnished to the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either 
directly or indirectly for himself or for any other person, re- 
ceive any commission, discounts, bonus, present or reward 
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from the persons making such sale, loan, contract or agree- 
ment for furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or committee 
of the town in his individual capacity shall contract or have 
any interest in a contract with the town; except in the case of 
publicly advertised competitive contracts. 

Section 2. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 3. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on or before the 30th day of December in 
each year settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys due on their accounts. 


Section 4. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 5. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 6. Any persons indebted to the town for 
poll taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 

Section 7. The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town officials, members of boards or committees shall 
be paid by the town. 

Section 8. On all town work, for the perform- 
ance of which competitive bids are received, the award of the 
contract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 

Section 9. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the legal by-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth, duly approved and in full force and effect, (ex- 
cept the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate book- 
let). 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
Sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 


Same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 
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(Originally approved by the Attorney General April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 
hour. 

Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 

Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


QUORUM BY-LAW. 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town Officers. 


(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board Shali be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
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to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 


Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 


BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other in¢ombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 

(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 
Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 
Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be _ pub- 
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lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. 

(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
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however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a titizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916. 


Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence 
in like manner with such board or officer. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 


Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
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tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 

Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 

Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 

Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 

Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 

Approved by the Attorney General March 31, 1931. 
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BY-LAW AS TO HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 
EMPLOYED BY TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to one entire day of twenty-four hours off 
of duty of each and every five days. 

2. The arrangement and designation of the day of 
twenty-four hours off duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific days designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 

3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to one day 
off of duty out of every five, the regularly employed firemen 
of the town shall be subject to immediate recall to duty at 
any time on emergency signal of the Chief or Acting Chief of 
the Fire Department. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on Sept. 1, 1932). 
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
